Perhaps a new epoch In the history 
of the Lake Superior iron industry la 
marked by the building of iron ore 
docks, at St. Paul, to permit tra n s­ 
portation of ore down the Mississippi 
river to St. Louis. 
The St. Paul Pi­ 
oneer Press of June 13th published 
the following interesting item: 
Plans for ore docks to be con­ 
structed along the Mississippi river 
below Indian Mounds park were 
approved yesterday by Chief E n g i­ 
neer H. E. Stevens of the N orthern 
Pacific and W illiam Magivny. pres­ 
ident of the St. Paul Bridge A- T er­ 
minal Railway company. 
City Engineer Claussen and the 
railroad men conferred 
at 
some 
length. 
The N orthern Pacific was 
particularly interested because it 
will haul a large portion of the iron 
ore which will he trans-shipped to 
barges. 
City Engineer Claussen will make 
m-cessary changes in the plans and 
have them ready for adoption by 
the city council within a few days. 
Immediately on their adoption 
Mr. Claussen will begin work on 
the two docks under force account. 
E. F Qpltra, 
preisdent 
of 
the 
Mississippi Valley Iron company, 
of St. I Amis, left last night for 
Chicago, .satisfied that the docks 
will be rushed to completion, so 
the line of freight barges can start 
operation. 
'We will load the barges with 
coal at St. Louis the moment you 
notify us th at you are ready,” Mr. 
Goltra said. 
* Twin Cit!* a dealers who will h a n ­ 
dle the coal have approved the coal 
dock plans. 
The receiving dock 
will be so arranged th a t coal can 
be dumped into either railway cars 
or wagons. 
It is probable th a t the offer of the 
city of St. Louis to furnish travel­ 
ing crane* for the receiving and 
shipping docks will he accepted. 
The Minneapolis Journal in com 
menting on the St. Paul coal and or* 
docks says: 
While plans for ore and coal 
docks below' St. Paul to make use 
of the Mississippi river in tra n s­ 
portation

Minneapolis eventually will have 
an advantage as a depot for the 
transshipment

freight, is the belief of W. F. Deck­ 
er. chairm an of the river transpor­ 
tation committee of the Civic and 
Commerce association 
"The N orthern Pacific road nec­ 
essarily handles most of the Cuy- 
una range ore.” said Mr. Decker. 
"Ifs tracks where they cross the 
Mississippi here are 80 feet above 
the water. 
There Is a wonderful 
opportunity 
for 
putting 
in 
ore 
pockets along the bluffs, with a 
spur track for unloading, and this 
ore could be unloaded from cars 
and into barges by gravity. 
In St. 
Paul it is necessary for the roads 
to build up and to elevate the ore, 
“St. Paul will have the ore and 
coal business for this season, how­ 
ever. 
We expect to be able to 
handle package freight here before 
the sum m er is over. 
Foundation 
is being put in for the warehouse 
at the river term inal 
and 
the 
building will be erected when the 
$25,000 bond issue is sold.” 
E. F. Goltra, president of the 
Mississippi 
Valley Iron company 
of St. Louis, was in St. Paul yes­ 
terday, when plans for ore docks 
below Dayton's Bluff were approv­ 
ed by IL E. Stevens, chief engi­ 
neer of the N orthern Pacific, and 
William Magivny. president of the 
St. Paul Bridge & Terminal com­ 
pany. 
Carl ZapfTe, geologist for the Nor­ 
thern Pacific Railway Co. in the Cuy- 
una district, when asked this m orn­ 
ing whether he had learned anything 
about the above, stated th a t he a t­ 
tended some of the conferences and 
th a t the St. Paul paper truthfully 
reported the situation. 
Mr. Goltra is an influential man 
in the steel industry of St. Louis and 
has procured the use for this year 


of tw enty-four 
governm ent 
steel- 
barges of one thousand-ton capacity. 
The plan is to take ore down and 
bring coal up the river. 
Several new 
ore furnaces arc to be erected at St. 
Louin. 
The plan is to be an experi­ 
ment and if successful will be fol­ 
lowed by more pretentious dock fact!- 
it! es. 
Work on the dock will be 
started next week, hut due to diffi­ 
culty In procuring material, probably 
no ore will be shipped until Septem ­ 
ber. 
W hether the ore will he taken from 
the Cuyuna or the Mesahi still re­ 
mains to be seen. 
lf the Cuyuna or** 
is at all satisfactory it will unques­ 
tionably be used in preference to Me- 
sabi ore because of rail distances. 
When Mr. ZapfTe was asked w heth­ 
er the Valley Ore company, now op­ 
erating the Barrows 
and 
Brainerd 
mines, had anyth in g to do with this 
project, he replied th at judging by 
what he saw and heard there was no 
collection.

The address was a reconsecration 
of flue day, and President Wilson was 
bitter in his arraignm ent 
of

many, not the German people but the 
autocrats who are responsible for 
present conditions. 
He pictured th* 
German m ilitary masters in a sin i­ 
ster plot o f

incubation 
reaching out in corrupting, intrigu 
ing and scheming to drive their own 
people to ninster the people and pow 
era of o th e r 
smaller 
nations, 
to 
throw the broad belt of German nill 
Itary power 
and

control 
across the center of Europe beyond 
the M editerranean to the heart of 
Asia, and he named Austria-H ungary 
as the dupe of Germany, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, their catspaws, inveigh* 
ed against the consideration of the 
German peace feelers put out, but 
those w ho having set the net and have 
reached th e zenith of their dom ini 
tion now feel their power slipping 
and their sinister plans are about to 
come to naught.

There is no standard barrel measure 
for the whole United States except for 
apples.

Tile requests were sent, it b 
charged, also to draw from the mail 
houses 
information 
of value to the 
lumbermen. 
The further charge is made W alker 
and tile lumber concerns intimidated 
m anufacturers who sold to the mail 
order houses and forced hanks and 
credit rating houses to refuse infor­ 
mation to the mail houses.

and Boyce are accused of purchasing 
c o n f i d e n t i a l 
Information 
from 
em ­ 
ployes of the mail order houses and 
Boyce’s agents of intim idating their 
salesm en. 
The lumber concerns against which 
the com plaints are preferred are scat­ 
tered through half a dozen states in 
tho Middle W est and m ost of them 
are known as line com panies operat 
ing from one to one hundred small 
retail yards each along railroad lines 
Many of them are among th** largest 
dealers in Hie country.

have been in direct com petition with 
mail order houses which serve for the 
most part sm all towns and villages.
